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The proposed amendments change the scope of the claimed invention. This change in scope would require further consideration and/or 
search. In particular, the change in scope is due to the following limitations: "the first pair of adjacent sections being mutually exclusive 
from the second pair of adjacent sections" (e.g. see claim 1) and "luanching the soliton or soliton-like optical pulses into an optical fiber 
communication system" (e.g. see claim 33).
